hearted Lincoln. He consented at once 
and began to familiarize himself with 
the case. 


In August of the previous year Wil- 


liam Armstrong, who lived at Peters- 
burg, 111., joined a crowd of ruffians 
near a camp meeting la. Menarcl coun- 
ty while drunk and got into a flght 
with a man named Mitzker. l^ater on 
the same day Mitzker was hit wltb 
aa ox yoke by another drunken man 
named Morris. Three days later Mltr.- 
ker died. Both Armstrong and Morris 
were arrested and charged with mur- 
der. 
Marks c»f two blows were found 


on Milzker's dead body, either of which 


I might have caused his death. It was 
proved conclusively that Morris struck 
one of these blows. He was tried, con- 


] victed and sentenced to servo eight 
years in the penitentiary.

' Hut Mr. Lincoln was equal to the oc- 
casion. The jury were out five hours, 
but when they returned it was with 
a verdict of not guilty. 


There is no record at hand of the 


scone between the old mother and the 
man who had saved her son, but It 
requires no effort of the imagination to 
picture it. 


It was thh tender heartcdncss, min- 


pied with great physical and mental 
strength, tUat has endeared the mar- 
tyred president to those who lived hi 
his day and thfise who live now, half 
a '-enlury after his death. The secre- 
l.iry of war and the generals of the 
army considered it a weakness and a 
stumbling: block. But while they arc 
remembered with inrlinVruucc Mr. Lin- 
'•oln's name Is beloved by millions of 
those who Jive in successive genera- 


• tiou's.
